EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 8 (d) of 1940 

Date: February 28, 1941 

Subject: Placing Act 47 of 1940 in Effect as to the Transfer of 
Functions of Certain Other Agencies to the Department 
of Inslitu lions. 

It is hereby ordered that the provisions of Act 47 of li>4<>. which 
established a new Department of Institutions, be placed in full effect as 
to the transfer of the following named agency, from the date of this 
order, which transfer is covered by Section 2 of Title XVI of the Act: 

The Board of Administrators of the Charity Hospital 
of New Orleans. 

All other provisions of the Act shall be fullv operative to the extent 
that thev relate to the agencies and functions herein specified. In par- 
ticular, the provisions of the following described sections of Title XXV of 
the Act shall be jriven effect in connection with the transfers spec] 
>n this order: 

Section 1. Relating to transfers of functions. 

Section 2. Relating to transfers of records, money, and other prop er ty. 

Section 3. Relating to transfers of emplo 

Section 4. Relating to transfers of appropriations. 

This order is issued on the recommendation of the Director of 
Finance, approved by the Board of Finance, in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of Section 8 of Title XXV of the Act. It is hereby declared that 
all the necessary provisions have been made for placing the provisions of 
the Act in full effect as to the agencies and functions specified in The 
order.

Act # 47 of 1940 

Section 5 

Extract 

*****The Board of Administrators of the Charity Hospital of New Or- 
leans shall continue as heretofore existing with all powers, authority, and 
Responsibility necessary to satisfy any requirements of law resulting from 
the existence of any contract obligations of the State of Louisiana or the 
Board of Administrators of the Charity Hospital of New Orleans arising 
from any statute, or contract authorized, thereby, and with all powers, 
Authority, and responsibility necessary to enable it to administer, in ac- 
cordance with the conditions imposed, any property or fund vested in the 
Charity Hospital of New Orleans or the 'Board of Administrators thereof 
by way of gift, donation, deed, will, trust, or other instrument, where 
Bpch administration is necessary to the continued legal validity or effec- 
tiveness of any such gift, donation, deed, will, trust, or other instrument, 
otherwise the Board of Administrators shall be subject to all of the appli- 
cable provisions of this Act relating to advisory committees.

IMPORTANT ACTIVITIES IN NURSING SERVICE DIVISION 

Increased Appropriation 

The minimi report of 1940 lifts a number of outstanding pc, 

t Ins the Nursing Depart :imong these was the need 

f m '' f „( nurse-, The critical situation facing the Nursing 

,.as clearly represented i,, the special committee ap ( > 
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by Governor Jones to investigate Charitv Hospital. A study had revealed 
tfiat 4G0 additional nurses were needed to provide a minimum quota of 
two hours of nursing care per patient, which is an acceptable standard. 
We gratefully acknowledge the action of the Board of Administrators 
who, in July, granted to the Nursing Department an increased budget and 
authorization to employ as many nurses as were needed. Immediate 
efforts were made to secure these additional nurses by writing to nursing 
bureaus and to schools of nursing throughout the country asking them 
to assist us in securing nurses. Permission was also granted bv the 
Board- of Administrators to increase the faculty of the Nursing School. 

The increased appropriation permitted the establishment of a salary 
scale for nurses, and this was made effective on Julv 1. 1 {>■!(). The be- 
ginning salary for general staff nurses was set at $75.00 monthly, with 
a raise after six months of satisfactory service. Many letters 
received from superintendents of nurses to whom we had" written 
curses stating that our salary scale was too low to entice nurses 
to come south. In November, therefore, we requested and secured permis- 
sion from the Board to increase all salaries in the amount of $10.00. This 
established our beginning salary at $85.00 a month. This increase in be- 
and promise of promotion brought in many applications, and 
ng staff increased from 385 graduute nurses on July 1, 1940 to 
1941. The pressure under which nurses worked' in the hos- 
pital divisions was greatly lessened by the addition of these nurses and 
the morale of the entire group was raised. 

Effects of National Defense Program 
The demand for grnduate nurses in the national defense program

>na elsewhere. Due to the shortage of nurses throughout the eoun-

Salary Scale for Clerical and Subsidiary Personnel

Nursing Arts course greatly contributed to a better program for 
A Public Health Nurse was employed to conduct a teaching 
gram for student nurses in the Out-Patient Department and to 
their activities in Community Nursing. This program replaces the 
iaiiini formerlj carried on with the New Orleans Child Welfare 
Community Health Association. A Teaching Supervisor was also se 
for the Medical Division this year. In adding these faculty meml 
was possible to introduce many new courses into the curriculum. 

University courses leading to the Bachelor of Science Dcjl- 
Nursing Education continue tn be taught through the Medical School \ 
the Louisiana State University. Our own faculty is now capable of 
ing these courses and of offering the practice teaching which its 
carried on for the benefit of potential instructors. Clinical Teaching 
been emphasized this past year in our staff education program, ;itni 
Students arc now receiving the benefit of well integrated ward tes 
progTama in many divisions nf the hospital. 

Postgraduate students are still accepted for supplementary work 
nursing, fur operating room technic, and for Anesthesia. 

Statistics 

On July 1, 1941, a total of 268 students are enrolled in the . 
nr this number, 186 are Charity Hospital students, 17 
affiliating students, in are postgraduate students in the suppler 

ind i r l operating room technic, and 21 are anesthesia studc 
Ive students an- enrolled in the combined academic and b 
ion al course, 01 five year degree course. 

Ninety-nine students were admitted in September of 1!MU, and 
students were graduated in May of 1911. From July 1940 to Jul- 
91 students withdrew from the School. 

At present, affiliation is maintained with eleven schools of inirs 
two m the la'* and nine out of the state. Three applications for af* 
lion are pending at the present time.
